The hangars destroy ed were those 
of the Univ ersal Airlines, Inc., and 
the Grey Goose Air Lines, the lat­ 
ter u nder lease to the Stou t Air 
Lines. The fire followed an ex plo­ 
sion of u ndetermined cau se in the 
Univ ersal hangar. 
One of the grou nd men at the 
mile squ are airport said he saw a 
spark leap across the darkness at 
the rear of the Univ ersal hangar, 
and that the ex plosion follow’ed. Al­ 
most at once the biu lding was in 
flames. 
Official annou ncement was made 
at the offices of the Univ ersal Air 
Lines, that all schedu les, both pas­ 
senger and mail planes, wou ld be 
flown withou t interru ption. To do 
this, planes were started for Chica­ 
go at dawn from Clev eland, Kansas 
City , St. Lou is and Tu lsa. Upon ar­ 
riv al here, they were to be serv iced 
and sent into the air on thq regu lar 
rou tes.

A GAME OF POLITICS! 
The “ Veterans Aid Bill” as it is called in 
the public press, passed the senate by 
the ov erwhelming v ote of 66 to 6 and this 
too in the face of the fact that it is known 
that the measure is certain to receiv e the 
disapprov al of President Hoov er. 
This g ov ernment has been v ery liberal 
in 
pensions as a result of the v arious 
wars in which it has been eng ag ed; in 
fact too much so. 
It must be remembered that in all of 
its wars only sound bodily able men hav e 
been chosen by the g ov ernment to bear 
arms; that these men were fig hting for 
the protection of their own homes, their 
own families, their own liv es and the 
safety of their own country . 
That while 
they were facing the terrors of war, the 
folks at home, the non-combatants, were 
working nig ht and day , sending millions 
and millions of dollars, in clothing , in 
foodstuffs, necessary medicines and deli­ 
cacies of all sorts, much or most of which 
was donated, absolutely a free g ift to the 
g ov ernment. 
Then think of the heart­ 
aches, the prey ers, the tears by those 
who could not g o to the frant and y et the 
g ov ernment is not offering to pay for any 
of these nor do the fathers, mothers, sis­ 
ters, brothers, wiv es or sweethearts, who 
had to stay at home ex pect or want any 
pay other than the success attained. 
This bill just passed by the senate 
carries 100 million dollars per annum. 
It must be understood that this bill is 
really a rev ision of a proposed bill of 25 
millions of dollars additional to what the 
g ov ernment is now doing for the Leg ion. 
It is said by those who understand g ov ­ 
ernment fig ures that this bill opens the 
doors of the treasury to all sorts of raids. 
It will add 102 million dollars nex t y ear to 
the present annual ex penditure of 511 
millions for the Leg ion alone. 
The Spanish War Veterans bill passed 
a few weeks ag o ov er Mr. Hoov er’s v eto 
carries with it an ex penditure of 18 1 mil­ 
lions of dollars for the nex t y ear. 
We 
hav e not the pension fig ures of the civ il 
war nor the Mex ican war nor any of our 
other wars, but the total must be frig ht­ 
ful and Mr. Mellon say s the treasury can 
not stand it, and that a direct tax will 
hav e to be imposed if we g et by with all 
that cong ress has laid on us. 
The bill is said to be v ery lax in this 
that almost any one can prov e up a disa­ 
bility , which dev eloped prior to J anuary , 
19 25, which date has been fix ed as the 
limit for prov ing up such claims, ev en 
tl\oug h he nev er saw a g un or smelled 
burned powder. 
' Mr. Hoov er, we believ e, is rig ht this 
time in opposing this bill as he did the 
Spanish War Veterans bill, because they 
aTe both ex cessiv e in their prov isions to 
süch an ex tent that they are entirely too 
costly . 
"The President further contends that the 
leg islation went far bey ond any thing pro­ 
posed by the v arious v eterans’ org aniza­ 
tion. 
He said the American Leg ion had 
proposed a bill costing 35 million dollars 
annually and “ thus, these measures rep­ 
resent an implied increase in ex penditure 
of from three to ten times what these 
v eterans themselv es would consider just.” 
“ There are cases of v eterans who are in 
need of help today who are suffering and 
to whom I earnestly wish to see g enerous 
treatment g iv en,” said the President, “ but 
these situations do not reach any thing 
like the dimensions of these measures.” 
The whole thing is politics pure and 
.simple. 
It is a big bid for the v otes of 
the Leg iDiinnaires and Spanish War Veter­ 


a ns , which we do not believ e will work, 
jer these two org anizations must realize 


that the burdens laid on the tax pay ers ot 
which they are a part are unreasonable. 
It is g iv en out that the house will 
promptly pass the bill as it comes from 
the senate, but if Mr. Hoov er v etoes it, 
they will sustain his v eto. 
What foolish­ 
ness. 
Why not refuse the action by the 
senate and offer the substitute which it is 
understood the house will offer.

paid to the tax collector 
$9 ,756.54, ■ 
and that the Rock Island paid $7,* ^ 
775.26 making a total of $17,531.80.; 
A considerab le portion of which, as 
you 
know, 
goes into the 
school | 
fund. May I ask you just what rev e-! 
nue 
you receiv e from the 
trucks 
that operate upon your highways? 
The railroads make it possib le for 
you to liv e in comfort in this com­ 
munity, it b lazed the trail, and con­ 
tinues to b laze the trail, and is 
serv ing your community as no oth­ 
er agency can possib ly serv e it; 
yet, 
hampered as they are b y the 
gov ernment rules and laws, they 
are still carrying on, notwithstand­ 
ing their rev enues are cut off b y 
the trucks that infest our highways.
